1970  West  Side  Story 

Updated  over  a year  ago  ^ 


From  Don  Jones:  Wtest  Side  Story 

I longed  to  do  West  Side  Story  and  Jerry  assured  me  that  he 
had  the  voices.  We  announced  try  outs  and  were 
overwhelmed  by  the  turn  out.  I asked  Bill  Mock  if  he  would  play 
Doc  and  he  did.  I do  not  have  the  programs  any  more  so  I 
cannot  mention  other  names  unless  I actually  remember  them. 
Our  Maria  sadly  died  in  a automobile  crash  shortly  after  she 
graduated.  David  Monzione  and  Jane  Bergida  (a  wonderful 
dancer  friend  of  his)  were  in  the  show  along  with  Susan 
Quitmeyer  who  would  go  on  to  have  a career  on  the  opera 
stage.  We  first  Met  Ken  Hoff  who  would  grace  the  Schreiber 
stage  often  in  his  next  year.  The  scenic  shifts  were  a 


challenge.  I knew  I wanted  to  use  a chain  link  fence  so  the 
gang  members  could  vault  it  before  the  rumble.  The  trick  was 
to  make  it  easily  moveable  and  yet  sturdy  enough  for  the 
vaulting.  We  solved  that  one  by  using  a stage  crew  in  place  of 
stage  weights  and  it  worked.  Jerry  was  a stern  task  master.  At 
the  end  of  Act  one  he  would  often  storm  out  and  head 
downtown  for  a stiff  drink  at  a local  watering  hole.  Everyone 
knew  he  was  apt  to  do  this.. .except  me.  So  when  I saw  him 
head  out  in  a major  huff,  I was  terrified  thinking  I would  have  to 
conduct  the  second  act.  He  was  back  and  finished  the  task. 
Even  on  closing  night,  he  was  giving  notes  about  the 
performances  to  our  actors.
